One tiny Edmonton puppy is 
safe and sound after being res¬ 
cued by police after he was al¬ 
legedly abandoned in a truck 
for several days.

Thenu said a 26-year-old has 
been summoned to court, and 
the dog was turned over to 
the city of Edmonton’s Animal 
Care and Control. 

“Obviously (puppies) are a 
lot more vulnerable than an 
adult dog, which would be able 
to keep its warmth and express 
itself. And dogs with short hair 
are also more vulnerable than 
dogs with long hair. He’s quite 
content now that he’s in a nice, 
safe, loving environment,” said 
Keith Scott, co-ordinator of 
community standards in the 
city’s peace officer section. The 
puppy, dubbed Charles by EPS, 
looked out at media cautiously 
from the arms of animal con¬ 
trol officer Marianne Ragac. 

Vet technicians didn’t find 
any signs of abuse when they 
examined the dog, Scott added. 
The dog’s breed couldn’t be pin¬ 
pointed by staff either, but may 
be a pit bull or Staffordshire 
Terrier. 

Court proceedings will de¬ 
termine if Charles will return 
to his owners or be placed for 
adoption through the Edmon¬ 
ton Humane Society.

City approves new 
garbage pickup 


More consistent 
service. Homeowners

Edmonton’s garbage system 
will be a lot less confusing 
next year with consistent 
weekly pickup on the same 
day all year long. 

The change is coming as 
part of the utilities budget that 
city council approved Tuesday. 
The rotating five-day sched¬ 


ule in summer and eight-day 
schedule in winter will be re¬ 
placed with pickup every week 
on the same day. 

“Beginning February of 
next year, from there on 
in, you will have same-day 
collection every week of 
the year — there will be no 
change from winter to sum¬ 
mer,” said Roy Neehall, the 
city’s manager of waste man¬ 
agement. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel ap¬ 
plauded Neehall and said the 
change makes sense. 

“They are making every 
effort to try and make things 
simple for citizens,” he said. 

The approved utility budget 


includes an increase of $3.88 
per month for water, sewer 
and garbage, but Neehall 
said that isn’t because of the 
change in service, but rather 
higher disposal fees and en¬ 
vironmental initiatives. 

Mandel said the city has 
a responsible utility system 
that puts the costs of services 
on those who use them rath¬ 
er than on taxpayers. 

“We can’t be applying 
costs to people when they are 
not using it,” he said. 

He said he appreciates that 
costs are high. “They are get¬ 
ting great value and the most 
environmentally creative sys¬ 
tem there is in North America.” 


Rising fees 


The combined increase in 
garbage, water and waste- 
water fees will cost the 
average homeowner $45-56 
per year. 


• In order to accom¬ 
modate standardized 
pickup, waste manage¬ 
ment crews will now 
work 10-hour days, four 
days a week. 


• The new collection 
schedule will start in 
early February.

Dressed in red and black, Ed¬ 
monton firefighters headed 
outside on Tuesday to the North 
Saskatchewan River. 

Fire hoses were traded for 
paddles and a yellow dingy 
replaced a fire truck, as crew 
members were trained in ice 
river rescues. 

The chilly training, which 
included using a life-saving de¬ 
vice to intercept and rescue a 
patient in the water, is neces- 
saiy. As of last week, Edmonton 
Fire Rescue Services had been 
dispatched to 25 ice rescues in 
2012. 

“We’re here today because 
eveiy year we do have a num¬ 
ber of calls where we respond 
to ice rescues or lake rescues,” 
said Ray Agterbos, a training of¬ 
ficer with the fire department. 

Agterbos said river ice is de¬ 
ceiving and walking on it is not 
safe. 

“Our message is at no time

should people be on the ice,” 
he said. 

Pet owners should keep 
their pets leashed near the 
river so they don’t run off and 
get caught in frigid water, said 
Agterbos. He advises that if a 
person finds themselves in icy 
water they should get back 
on an ice shelf as soon as pos¬ 
sible because their muscles will 
quickly start to seize up. 

“(Water) takes the heat away 
from your body a lot quicker 
than air does. Moving water 
takes it even faster than that,” 
Agterbos said. 

Agterbos added that if a 
person is unable to swim, they 
should roll or pull themselves 
onto an ice shelf and stay sta¬ 
tionary to conserve strength.

Dale Maloney loved to look his 
best. 

“Not a hair out of place,” re¬ 
membered Jennifer Lovatt. 

“He just always liked to 
look good when he went out. 
He took very good care of him¬ 
self.” 

On Friday, friends will do 
their hair, dress up, and gather 
to remember Maloney, who 
was killed in a brazen daylight 
shooting on Jasper Avenue in 
August. 

While a funeral was held 
for Maloney in Newfoundland 
in August, friends in Edmon¬ 


ton wanted a chance to cele¬ 
brate the 33-year-old’s life, Lo¬ 
vatt said. 

“We wanted to do some¬ 
thing because he was so giv¬ 
ing,” said Lovatt, who knew 
Maloney through her husband. 

Lovatt, who is co-hosting 
the celebration of life and 
fundraiser, said guests are en¬ 
couraged to “dress to impress” 
and bring donations of toys for 
Santas Anonymous or food for 
the food bank. 

“He just had a huge heart. 
He was a Newfie, he was all 
about his family. He was all 


about helping,” Lovatt said. 

Earlier this month police 
said a man was arrested and 
charged with second degree 
murder in connection with 
Maloney’s murder. A second 
man, Bicco Saidi, described as 
armed and dangerous, is want¬ 
ed on a Canada-wide warrant. 

Lovatt said news of the 
arrest and the warrant for a 
second suspect was a great re¬ 
lief in the “devastating” mur¬ 
der. 

“It gives us a bit more to 
celebrate.”

British shop feeling the

With mop-top Paul McCartney,

Authentic creations 
take centre stage in 
new RAM exhibit 


The history and tradition of 
Inuit doll-malcing is on colour¬ 
ful display at the Royal Alberta 
Museum (RAM) as Innujaq: 
Dolls of the Canadian Arctic 
opens for a five-month stay. 

Some 80 dolls represent 
19 Inuit communities in vary¬ 
ing styles — some in cultural 
dress, others packing a seal or 
carrying a baby. 

And while some are mod¬ 
eled after real people, all pro¬ 
vide a history lesson through 
the tools, materials, fabrics

"We get a kick out of 
seeing our collection in 
a museum setting — I 
hope visitors will appre¬ 
ciate the diversity of the 
people of the Arctic.” 

Bill Tracy, guest curator for the exhibit 
along with wife, Michelle 

and accessories used. 

Dolls — some dating back 
to 1935 — feature authentic 
details like stone or wood 
carved faces and seal skin or 
caribou-hide clothing. Parkas, 
mittens, kamiks (boots) and 
baby pouches are sewn in 
traditional style with typical 


embellishments of fabric or 
beadwork. 

Kyla Tichlcowsky, facilita¬ 
tor at the museum school, 
said students are already noti¬ 
cing how these arctic “babies” 
are a lot like them. 

“The kids see that the dolls 
wear parkas and snow pants 
just like they do,” she said. 
“It’s a great introduction to 
the life and culture of the Arc¬ 
tic.” 

Around 75 per cent of the 
exhibit features dolls from pri¬ 
vate collections, including 35 
from the guest curators. 

“It has been like detective 
work — learning about the 
people of these communities 
from the dolls they’ve made,” 
added Tracy.

After learning what had 
happened, the school’s prin¬ 
cipal intervened “immedi¬ 
ately” and Behr was allowed 
to participate for the entire 
duration of the pep rally, said 
Catholic school spokesperson 
Janet Corsten. 

“It was a temporary, mis¬ 
guided judgment on the part 
of the staff member at the 
school,” Corsten said. 

“It was corrected immedi¬ 
ately by the principal... most 
importantly, all students 
were able to fully participate 
in the rally.”

The online version of China’s 
Communist Party newspaper 
has hailed a report by The 
Onion naming North Korean 
dictator Kim Jong Un as the 
“Sexiest Man Alive” — not 
realizing it is satire. 

The People’s Daily ran a 
55-page photo spread on its 
website in a tribute to the 
round-faced leader, under the 
headline “North Korea’s top 
leader named The Onion’s 
Sexiest Man Alive for 2012.” 

Quoting The Onion’s spoof 


report, the Chinese news¬ 
paper wrote, “With his dev- 
astatingly handsome, round 
face, his boyish charm, and 
his strong, sturdy frame, this 
Pyongyang-bred heartthrob is 
every woman’s dream come 
true.” 

“Blessed with an air of 
power that masks an un¬ 
mistakable cute, cuddly side, 
Kim made this newspaper’s 
editorial board swoon with 
his impeccable fashion sense, 
chic short hairstyle, and, of 


course, that famous smile,” 
the People’s Daily cited The 
Onion as saying. 

In 2002, the Beijing Even¬ 
ing News, one of the capital 
city’s biggest tabloids at the 
time, published as news the 
fictional account that the 
U.S. Congress wanted a new 
building and that it might 
leave Washington. The Onion 
article was a spoof of the way 
sports teams threaten to leave 
cities in order to get new sta¬ 
diums.

Bangladesh 
workers 
struggle to air 
complaints 


Deadly factory blaze.

Clothing is king in Bangla¬ 
desh which exports more 
garments than any other in 
the world except China. It is 
responsible for four out of 
every five export dollars and 
has turned factory owners 
into members of parliament 
and leaders of sports clubs. 

However, workers in those 
factories complain about poor 
working conditions and pay 
that can be less than $40 US a 
month. An agency called the 
Industrial Police is specific¬ 
ally assigned to deal with un¬ 
rest in factories, and labour 
activists accuse government 
forces of killing one of their 
leaders. Employees are barred 
by law from forming trade 
unions, even though Bangla¬ 
desh allows workers in other 
industries to unionize.

Palestinians have claimed 
for years that Israel poisoned 
Arafat, who died in a French 
hospital. Israel has denied the 
charges. 

The exhumation marked 
the end of months of proced¬ 
ural wrangling but only the 
beginning of the testing. Pal¬ 
estinian officials said it would 
take at least three months to 
get results, and even then, 
they might not be conclusive. 

Workers opened Arafat’s 
tomb before daybreak Tues¬ 
day, laying bare the remains 
some four meters below 
ground level, the Palestin¬ 
ian health minister said. A 
Palestinian forensics exam¬ 
iner took some 20 samples 
and handed them to Swiss, 
French and Russian experts, 
officials said. 

Sheets of blue tarpaulin 
draped over the mausoleum 
hid the scene from view, part 
of an attempt by Palestinian 
officials to minimize any po¬ 
tential backlash against dig¬ 
ging up the grave of Arafat, 
still widely revered in the 
Palestinian territories.

Investors looking for new places 
to park their cash in Hong Kong 
are driving up prices for park¬ 
ing spaces, sparking fears of a 
bubble in the Asian financial 
centre. 

Prices for parking spots in 
Hong Kong are nearing historic 
highs, the side effect of govern¬ 
ment curbs to cool the housing 
market amid worries of over¬ 
heating following the latest 
round of monetary stimulus in 


the U.S. last month. 

There are “a lot of specula¬ 
tors in the market, especially 
for car parks,” said Buggle Lau, 
senior analyst with Midland 
Realty. A bubble is “definitely 
forming.” 

Over the weekend, a de¬ 
veloper sold about 500 parking 
spots at a new suburban apart¬ 
ment complex at prices of up to 
about $167,000 per space. 

In a commercial building 
near the city’s financial district 
on Hong Kong Island, an invest¬ 
or has put 34 parking spaces on 
sale for about $12.9 million, ac¬ 
cording to a report last week in 
the Ming Pao newspaper.

Pac-Man replays on moons 



Space exploration 


Videogame hero 
spotted in moons 

NASA put a man on the moon 
in the 1960s — a few decades 
later Pac-Man appears on two 
of Saturn’s moons. Scientists 
with the Cassini spacecraft 
mission have identified two 
features shaped like the 1980s 
video game icon on moons of 
Saturn. One was observed on 
the moon Mimas, left, in 2010 


and the latest was observed 
on the moon Tethys. 

These remarkable infrared 
images measure the surface 
temperature of the two 
satellites. In a new report, 
researchers theorize that this 
distinctive pattern is the re¬ 
sult of high-energy electrons 
colliding into low latitudes 
on the forward-facing sides 
moons as they orbit around 
Saturn. This bombardment 
transforms the normally 
“fluffy” surface into hard- 
packed ice, NASA said, metro

Richard Crouse 
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Tony Soprano was one of the 
most recognizable television 
characters of the last decade, 
yet the man who breathed 
life into him, actor James Gan- 
dolfini, says, “I never think 
about him, ever.” 

He may not, but audiences 
do. It’s difficult to see the burly 
actor in any other role without 
thinking about the troubled 
gangster he played on 86 epi¬ 
sodes of The Sopranos. 

This weekend, he plays a 
foul-mouthed hitman in Kill¬ 
ing Them Softly, opposite Brad 
Pitt and Ray Liotta. Despite his 
powerful presence, the role 
likely won’t do much to erase 
memories of Soprano. 

The New-Jersey-born actor 
first earned notice playing — 
you guessed it — a hitman in 
Tony Scott’s True Romance. 
Similar roles in movies like 
Get Shorty followed, but Gan- 
dolfini says he is nothing like 
the tough guy characters he so 
frequently plays. 

Even though he once 
earned a living as a bouncer 
(he also delivered seltzer for 
a company called Gimme 
Seltzer) and has repeatedly 
unlocked a wellspring of rage 


on screen, he says, “I’m a neur¬ 
otic mess. I’m really basically 
just like a 260-pound Woody 
Allen.” 

Perhaps that’s what he 
tapped into when he voiced 
Carol, the impulsive creature 
in Where the Wild Things Are. 

It’s a sensitive performance 
that shows off Gandolfini’s 
softer side. He does go on a 
“wild ruckus,” but at least he 


doesn’t shoot anybody. 

In fact, we may soon see 
less and less of his badass side. 
“I’m getting a little older, you 
know,” he says. “The running 
and the jumping and killing, 
it’s a little past me.” 

In the dark indie Welcome 
to the Rileys (directed by Jake 
Scott, son of Ridley) he’s un¬ 
armed, playing a troubled 
businessman whose life un¬ 


ravels when he befriends a 
stripper, played by Kristen 
Stewart. 

In the Loop, a wild satire of 
British politics, saw Gandolfini 
take a detour into comedy, but 
his strangest movie came in 
2010. Mint Julep was made in 
1995 after Gandolfini had ap¬ 
peared in Terminal Velocity 
and Crimson Tide, but because 
of money issues it wasn’t 


released until after The Sop¬ 
ranos was off the air. Notice¬ 
ably thinner, and with more 
hair, he plays a perverted land¬ 
lord opposite David Morse. 

Yet another side of the ac¬ 
tor can be seen in Alive Day: 
Home from Iraq, a documen¬ 
tary in which he interviews in¬ 
jured Iraq War veterans about 
the physical and emotional 
costs of war.

Last week, Brad Smith made his 
choice on The Bachelor Canada. 
He proposed to Bianka, who 
eagerly accepted the rose. The 
29-year-old registered nurse 
beat out 24 other women for a 
shot at marital bliss with the ex- 
CFL football player. 

But what happens After the 
Rose? A peek behind the fairy 
tale romance can be seen Wed¬ 
nesday night in an hour-long 
final episode of the Citytv real¬ 
ity series. 

The episode was taped a few 
weeks ago before 300 fans at 
the picturesque, seaside town 
of Sidney, B.C. It had been two 
months since Brad had actually 
proposed in Barbados. The two 
had not been allowed out in 
public together since then for 
fear of tipping off viewers. Their 
only contact, they both said, 
was through Skype 

“I’ve already tried to marry 
her,” Brad reveals right after 
the taping. He tried to convince 


Bianka to elope with him. 

“To actually have a normal 
life, far from all this cloak and 
dagger stuff, would be awe¬ 
some,” said Smith, 29. 

The two lovebirds seemed 
quite affectionate during and 
after the taping. Bianka mar¬ 
velled at how much they have 
in common. They agree on 
eveiything, she says: “the fa¬ 
vourite beer, the favourite 
wine, the favourite sandwich at 
Wendy’s.” 

Suggestions that you can’t 
find the love of your life over 
the course of an eight-week re¬ 
ality show were waved off as so 
much heard-it-before cynicism.

Celebrities. If they aren’t get¬ 
ting divorced, they’re getting 
sued. Here’s a breakdown of 
the latest legal woes of your 
favourite stars. 

While Halle Berry is 
hoping to make her tempor¬ 
ary restraining order against 
ex Gabriel Aubry permanent 
following his bloody Thanks¬ 
giving row with her fiance, 
Olivier Martinez, Aubry him¬ 
self is reportedly seeking legal 
protection, according to TMZ. 
In his legal declaration follow¬ 
ing the incident, Aubry claims 
that Martinez threatened his 
life and used intimidating lan¬ 
guage the day before the fight, 
during a school play featuring 
Nahla, the daughter Beny and 
Aubry share. Aubry has been 
granted a restraining order of 
his own against Martinez. 

The lawsuits just keep 
coming for Kevin Clash, the 
beleaguered ex-voice of Elmo. 
He’s been slammed with a 
third accusation of having 
sex with an underage boy a 
week after a similar allegation 
prompted him to resign from 
Sesame Street. A man identi¬ 
fied only as John Doe alleges 
Clash engaged in oral sex and 
other sex acts with him when 
he was 16 years old. The suit, 
which was filed Tuesday in 
U.S. District Court in Manhat¬ 
tan, seeks at least $75,000 in 
damages, per Reuters. 

A Katt Williams fan isn’t 
just brushing off a terrible 
performance by the comed¬ 


ian — he’s suing the star on 
behalf of everyone who had 
to witness it. This week, Brian 
Herline of Modesto, Calif., 
filed a class action lawsuit 
against Williams and live Na¬ 
tion on behalf of the audience 
members who attended a Wil¬ 
liams show at Oakland’s Or¬ 
acle Arena earlier this month. 
The San Francisco Chronicle 
reports that Williams went 
bonkers 10 minutes into his 
set, taking off all of his clothes 
and then challenging people 
to fight (sounds watchable to 
me). The gracious Herline is 
seeking class-action certifica¬ 
tion in an effort to get ticket 
money back for all audience 
members.

Located west of Lincoln Park, both 
neighbourhoods have seen a resurgence 
in recent years as established residents 
and young families mix with students 
and hipsters. Before you start exploring, 
grab lunch at Big Star (1531 North Damen 
Ave., bigstarchicago.com), a whiskey and 
taco eatery just past the Damen L transit 
station. Across the street from Big Star 
is The Violet Hour (1520 North Damen 
Ave., theviolethour.com). The lounge has 
a nearly hidden entrance and speakeasy 
feel. A house rule helps to achieve this — 
cellphones are left at the door! End your 
day by grabbing dinner at The Bristol (2152 
North Damen Ave., thebristolchicago.com), 
an award-winning Bucktown restaurant. 
GQ, named the eatery one of the 10 best 
new restaurants in America, and with its 
extensive wine list and seasonal-based 
creations, it’s easily worthy of the title.

Lincoln Park 

Before leaving Hotel Lin¬ 
coln, grab a coffee from El¬ 
aine’s Coffee Call. Located 
off the lobby, the small cafe 
is named after a former 
hotel telephone operator, 
who at night would call up 
former hotel mainstay and 
famed playwright David 
Mamet to see if he wanted 
an evening drink. The walls 
of Elaine’s are covered 
with multiple layers of 
dog-eared wallpaper made 


even more interesting with 
coffee beans rubbed onto 
them with a brick. It makes 
the place feel well-loved, 
well-used and timeless. 

Across the street from 
the hotel is Lincoln Park, a 
more than 1,200-acre retreat 
from the city nestled on the 
edge of Lake Michigan.

Stepping into the Hotel Lin¬ 
coln is like walking onto the For more, visit 
set of a Wes Anderson movie, choosechicago.com 
The Midwest meets New 
England with golden yellows, 

foresty greens and a sense of quaint nostalgia reminiscent 
of the director’s Moonrise Kingdom. 

A number of the rooms feature curtains that open 
like the flaps of a tent, and patterned carpeting guides 
you through the hallways and suites. While it underwent 
extensive renovations before being opened by hotel 
operator Joie de Vivre early in 2012, the 12-storey building 
still retains its historic edge. The 184-room Lincoln has the 
feel of a boutique hotel with whimsical touches — like 
an eclectic wall of pictures and paintings leading from 
the lobby to the second floor, and a reception desk clad 
in drawer fronts. On the rooftop, an all-season bar offers 
sweeping views of Lake Michigan, North Avenue Beach 
and downtown Chicago. Off the lobby is Perennial Virant

Eat your way around the Rock 


Foodie boom. Oil 
money and the 
fascination with 
celebrity chefs has put 
N.L. on the map as a 
tasty destination 


New Year’s Eve at Raymonds 
Restaurant in St. John’s, 
N.L., will feature a luxurious 
12-course tasting menu of sea¬ 
food and wild game crafted by 
celebrated chef Jeremy Charles. 

Each dish is based on a 
wallc-in-the-woods theme and 
will showcase flavours from 
throughout the island, paired 
with wines from around the 
world. 


The price? 

A bell-ringing $325 per per¬ 
son, including the wine, tax 
and tip. 

A more typical dinner for 
two at Raymonds — think 
Cornish hen with foie gras jus 
or pan roasted cod with Jerusa¬ 
lem artichoke puree — will top 
$300 with an appetizer and des¬ 
sert, depending on which wine 
you choose from a 42-page list. 
Bottles range from about $40 to 
more than $2,000. 

It’s still a surprise to 
many people from out of 
town that fine dining of 
this calibre not only exists 
but thrives on the Rock. 
And while Raymonds is the 
jewel in this city’s culinary 
crown, it’s in fine company 
with a growing list of res¬ 


taurants that increasingly 
delights globe-trotting food 
lovers. 

The offshore oil boom has 
brought new visitors, execu¬ 
tives and wealth to a province 
famous for its kitchen parties 
and culture of hospitality. 

“Europe, Scandinavia, 
Japan. People are coming up 
from all over,” said Charles, 
a soft-spoken and unassum¬ 
ing wizard in chef’s whites. 

Raymonds, named for his 
grandfather and the father 
of restaurant manager and 
sommelier Jeremy Bonia, was 
chosen Canada’s best new res¬ 
taurant last year by Air Can¬ 
ada’s enRoute inflight maga¬ 
zine. 

“I think we take a fairly sim¬ 
ple approach with ingredients,” 
Charles said. “We try to forage 
and source all local Newfound¬ 
land ingredients and, if not, 
Canadian.” 

Those basic elements in¬ 
clude the freshest seafood, 
moose, rabbit, duck and lamb 
— grazed in summer on salt 
grass islands in the North At¬ 
lantic — that he infuses with 
French, Italian or whatever 
modern twists inspire him. 

Charles refined many of 
those techniques during the 
decade he spent away, cooking 
for the Molson and Bronfman 
families at a remote fly fishing 


camp in Quebec, and working 
as a private chef in Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 

“Not eveiyone’s expecting 
to see such food, I guess, in 
St. John’s. But it’s great to be a 
part of this whole food move¬ 
ment and I think we really have 
come a long way in the past few 
years,” he said. 

“A lot of people are pushing 
themselves to put out wonder¬ 
ful products and we’re so proud 
of what we have here. We’re so 
excited to share what we have 
with the rest of Canada and the 
world.” 

St. John’s-based food writer 
and critic Karl Wells said Ray¬ 
monds is worth every dollar for 
those who can afford it, and it 
seems there are many who can. 
Reservations in high season 
are recommended weeks in 
advance. 

“It wasn’t that long ago 
that I wrote a column being 
critical of a particular res¬ 
taurant here that was char¬ 
ging $40 for an entree. Well, 
I mean, that sounds kind of 
silly now,” Wells said. 

Word is spreading about the 
quality and quantity of New¬ 
foundland eateries, in a range 
of prices and tastes from Mex¬ 
ican to Indian to the Japanese 
fusion of Basho Restaurant and 
Lounge.

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To wrap or not to wrap this 
shrimp, avocado and feta combo 




You can substitute baby cock¬ 
tail shrimp if you don’t have 
the larger ones. Also, be sure to 
seed the tomatoes first to avoid 
excess liquid. 

Keeping some or all of the 
shrimp whole makes a lovely 
presentation. Com kernels are 
a nice addition to the filling. 

If you are serving these to 
guests, let them assemble the 
wraps themselves. 

1. Lightly coat a nonstick skil¬ 
let with vegetable spray and set 
over medium-high heat. Add 
the shrimp and grill just until 
no longer pink, about 3 min¬ 
utes, turning halfway through. 
Remove from the heat and let 
cool slightly. Dice the shrimp 
and place in a large mixing 
bowl. 

2. Add the tomatoes, avocado, 
cilantro, red onion, feta, olive 
oil, lemon juice, garlic, jala- 
peno, salt and pepper.

• 1 1/2 cups chopped plum

Fold in the sides of the tortillas 
and roll up. Cut each in half

I work as a recruiter, meaning 
I assist my company in find¬ 
ing people that fit with our 
company culture, convey a 
passion for what we do and, 
most importantly, have the 
potential to take on the roles 
that we hire for. 

With hundreds of appli¬ 
cants each week and a com¬ 
mitment to speak to each 
and every one of them, I 
have been exposed to both 
outstanding as well as dis¬ 
appointing job seekers. 

Each day, I conduct phone 
interviews where I speak to 
a handful of impressive ap¬ 
plicants. 

They answer the phone 
excited about the prospect of 
a new position and relay back 
to me information they re¬ 
searched about the company, 
asking for clarification along 
the way. 

Unfortunately, they are 
the minority. Most appli¬ 
cants have neglected to do 
so much as a quick Google 
search about the company. 
They answer the phone, nei¬ 
ther thanking me for getting 
in touch with them nor dis¬ 
playing any interest or excite¬ 
ment about what I’m telling 
them. 

A surprising number of 
people fail to follow simple 
guidelines, severely lower¬ 
ing their likelihood of get¬ 
ting hired. These are my top 
three tips for how students 
and recent grads can impress 
recruiters like me: 


Squeeze out a smile

Be enthusiastic 

If you are being contacted 
by the company you applied 
with, you should be quite 
grateful. I have applied to 
dozens of jobs over the past 
few years and never got so 
much as an email thanking 
me for my application for 
most of them. If a company 
has taken the time to contact 
you and give you a chance, be 


excited! Whether the inter¬ 
view is for your dream job 
or just to make some money 
during your summer holi¬ 
days, show some enthusiasm. 

Know why you want this 
particular job 

Take the time to research the 
company and position. Hav¬ 
ing some background know¬ 
ledge will make your inter¬ 
view go much more smoothly. 
The more you know about a 
company’s history and object¬ 
ives, the more likely you will 
be able to connect yourself 
and your experiences to the 
role you are applying for. 

Make connections 

To get an interview started, 
I often ask applicants to tell 
me a bit about their work 
experience. Oftentimes, they 


rhyme off their past few years 
of work without actually tell¬ 
ing me the most important 
part of these experiences. 
Take the time to point out 
specific responsibilities you 
had or skills you developed 
through the jobs you held. 

Saying you had a cus¬ 
tomer service job is far more 
impressive if you add in the 
fact that you were able to 
sharpen your communication 
skills and your ability to stay 
focused under pressure, or 
that you often assisted man¬ 
agement with more advanced 
duties, such as ordering new 
merchandise.

Before you post that picture of 
yourself doing body shots dur¬ 
ing your Cancun spring break, 
I would like to offer you some 
friendly advice on how poten¬ 
tial employers might interpret 
your online behaviour. 

You need to make sure that 
you are projecting the best 
possible image to future em¬ 
ployers, in case anyone who’s 
thinking about hiring you 
takes a quick second to Google 
your name. 

People will be assessing 
what you’ve posted to see if 
there are any photos, videos 
or ah-caps-irrational-ranting 
that raises a red flag about your 
judgment, awareness or intel¬ 
ligence. 

A few common sense tips 
can ensure that you come 
across as employable: 

Lock it down 

The first and most important 
commandment of personal 
social media management is 
understanding who you are 
sharing your personal informa¬ 
tion with. 

If you choose to add your 
professional contacts to Fa- 
cebook, you can either keep 
things PG or change your secur¬ 
ity settings to only allow cer¬ 
tain posts to be visible to your 
professional network. 

This involves a certain de¬ 
gree of common sense. Eveiy 
industry is different in terms 
of their tolerance for your she¬ 
nanigans via social media. For 
example, if you work at a cre¬ 


ative start-up company, your 
boss’s views on your mid-work¬ 
day posts of cat memes will be 
different than if you work at a 
Bay Street law fhm. Investigate 
how your peers or colleagues 
are using social media, and fol¬ 
low their lead. 

Think before you tweet... 
about how bad your job is 

I’ve seen far too many catastro¬ 
phes caused by careless tweets.

It is awfully hard to miss Tyler 
Seguin these days. 

Not only is the locked-out 
NHL forward tearing up the 
Swiss hockey league, he’s do¬ 
ing it in style. Seguin stands 
out among his EHC Biel team¬ 
mates on the ice because of the 
bright yellow helmet he wears 
— an honour bestowed on the 
top-scoring player for each 
team in Switzerland. 

The 20-year-old has been an 
offensive force with 20 goals 
in 20 games, making him the 
most productive NHLer plying 
his trade in a league that in¬ 
cludes Jason Spezza, Joe Thom-

ton, Rick Nash, John Tavares 
and Logan Couture, among 
others. 

In fact, Seguin has even 
managed to exceed his own 
expectations so far.

“The league is veiy competi¬ 
tive — the speed and the tal¬ 
ent level of the players has 
surprised me. It took me some 
time and effort to get used to 
it.”

Garbowski adds that year- 
end incentives are even juicier 
when a manufacturer is set to 
replace a model with a totally 
revised one. Case in point is 
the 2012 Mazda6, which can 
currently be had with a $7,000 
cash incentive. 

The all-new 2014 Mazda6 is 
set to debut later this week at 
the Los Angeles Auto Show. 

According to Garbow¬ 
ski, the heightened com¬ 
petition for year-end 
customers is felt by the 
individual dealerships, which 
are then prepared to offer even 
more discounts. He notes Un¬ 



haggle clients typically can save 
an extra $1,000 or more, above 
and beyond the incentives. 

End of Month 

Dealerships are very “monthly” 
focused when it comes to sales 
quotas, for the store and for 
individual salespeople. Some¬ 
times managers and sales¬ 
people receive bonuses for 
reaching or exceeding those 
quotas. So salespeople and their 
managers are often never as 
motivated to seal a deal as they 
are in the last few days of the 
month. 

But there is a caveat. Incen¬ 
tives change month to month. 

When they are high, like 
they are this November, the 
longer you wait in the month 
the more you risk being caught 
out. This is particularly a fac¬ 
tor at year-end, when there is

a limited supply of those 2012 
incentive-eligible vehicles. If 
you shop earlier in the month, 
you avoid the risk and get bet¬ 
ter selection. 

End of Week 

If dealerships throw on promo¬ 
tions, they typically do so on 
weekends and on the follow¬ 
ing Monday, when they might 
stay open later. Sales managers 
and salespeople often get 
psyched up to sell in these fes¬ 
tive atmospheres, especially if 
they have some kind of friend¬ 
ly or monetary competition go¬ 
ing on between the sales staff. 
Might as well take advantage 
of their jazzed up mood, es¬ 
pecially if they’ve got party fa¬ 
vours on hand, like free coffee 
and Timbits. Hey, eveiy little 
bit helps. 


Tow the line: Pull your load safely 


Driving Force. 

Having the right hitch 
and not overloading can 
prevent towing accidents

Towing is a common activ¬ 
ity, but a huge number of 
people aren’t doing it cor¬ 
rectly. If you’re not, you’re 
risking your safety and that 
of other road users, and put¬ 
ting unnecessary wear and 
tear on your vehicle. 

“Most people towing a 
trailer have no idea of how 
well it can tow when it’s 
set up properly,” says hitch 
expert Andy Thomson, 
president of Can-Am RV 
Centre in London, Ont. 

“The hitches they’re 
using might be rated for the 
trailer they’re towing, but if 


they’re not strong enough 
to transfer the weight to the 
front wheels of the vehicle, 
you don’t get a stable tow¬ 
ing experience. 

“You get blown around 
by cross winds, and you 
might not have a lot of con¬ 
trol if you have to make an 
emergency manoeuvre to 
avoid something. 

“Putting weight on the 
front tires makes the vehicle 
stable because you’re not 
overloading the rear sus¬ 
pension, and the trailer and 
vehicle act as one.” 

The trailer’s weight is a 
factor, but people tend to 
overemphasize it, Thomson 
says. 

“There are things that are 
a lot more important, such 
as the aerodynamic drag of 
the car and trailer. A trail¬ 
er may only weigh 4,000 
pounds, but if it’s built like 
a shoebox, it’s going to be 
very hard to tow. 


Tips 


• Load warning. Over¬ 
loading your vehicle 
with cargo or a trailer 
can prematurely wear 
the brakes, suspension 
and transmission. 


• The lights are on. Al¬ 
ways ensure the trailer’s 
lights and signals are 
working properly so 
drivers behind know 
when you're stopping 
or turning. 


“You have to look at the 
balance of the trailer, the 
type of suspension it has, 

“If it has a long or short 
overhang, and if it’s got the 
correct hitch weight, which 
will be 10 to 15 per cent of 
the weight of the trailer.” 


Many trucks and SUVs 
come with “tall” tires (a 
larger sidewall) because 
they give a smoother ride, 
but they can exhibit con¬ 
siderable lateral move¬ 
ment, a condition known as 
“squirminess.” 

Switching to a lower-pro¬ 
file tire on the vehicle, and 
sometimes on the trailer, 
can make towing easier. 

Asking a professional is 
always best, Thomson says, 
no matter what size your 
trailer is. 

“Almost all trailer 
accidents resulting in 
serious injury or deaths 
have been utility trailers,” 
he says. 

“Someone buying a 
$25,000 RV has a big invest¬ 
ment and he makes sure. 
But if someone buys a utility 
trailer, overloads it, doesn’t 
have an adequate hitch and 
it comes off, that’s what 
causes the problem.”
